- Whether subsequent and ncou-
Jato narratives will um‘lult the negroes and in-
cuipate the whites, we do not know, but it is
cortain that the telegrams were bused on very
fmperfect lntormation, The Memphls papers of
The morning aiter the riot are st band, and
1heir stories about the origin and progress of
2he allray are not werely inconsgistent, but no
Two of them agree in any single particular,
oxoept thiat in one way or another thoy make
alie nepro the ocension of the difficulty.
The Avalanche says the riot originated trom a
<hiliculty botween a white hoy and negro boy,

with pistols, surronnded the police and immoes
dictely commenerd nn unprovoked asssult upon
thome The Argus says it began by two police-

Tuae details given in these four papers of the
irogress ol the beht do not ageee any better
Lo the stories they tell about its orluin. It is
wiekess to try to siit them. They all, howover,
auidint that the negroes snfered out of all pro-

wotion to the whites—a remuarkable result
q:- Iy, considering thut the negroes are charged
with bemg the aggressors, and are pictored as
disvn up in great numbers o line of battle, and
ditiag heavy vollevs lnto solid columps of charg-
dne policemen. Tbe one white man killed was
hic by a stray ball, Wherever in the city a
nepro showed himsell be was huoted anag tired
on, Twenty, saye the Avalanohe, were killed
2l wounded, and the sane paper states that
“‘1.uny negroes, who had vothing to do with the
O lraze in &mtiz Memphis, were roughly treated
in t(he intense and general excitement of the
houvr.," A detachment of reculars sent at a late
Liour to quell the riot took sides with the whites,
s might be supposed, and “used no licht per-
gursion in the matter, as the battered-up condi-
Hou ot mun{ ol the negroes after yurds sent to
the Station House exhibited.,” In front of the
Gryoso House, about dark, 4 negro was shot in
the fuce. “The mob,” says the Aryus, **was ot
20 time in that locality.”

From the narrative of the Buletin, which
<omes nearer to belug coharent than any other,
dt appears that the regulars did not reach the
ground till aiter the riot hal been suppressed,
and whatever violence they committed was
therefore wholly vindletive,  The sume paper
amentions four negroes who were shot atter the
Tiot wis at an end. The Post states that “'some
of the arrested were, alter being tuken into cus-
1ody, beaten nearly to a jelly. We saw one with
Jis hond covered with gashes, bruises, and blood,
«ligghnrged trom the Station House, there heing
wo ground of complaint ngainst him,”

Difficult as 1t is to get at the facts, there is no
difficulty in understanding the sparit with which
1he whites ol Memphis discuss this event,  The
papers make hasie to proclaim it & “war of
races.” and the Avalanche vegins its leading
article i this style:—

“I'ne bloody appetite of the radicals, in and out
of Congress, has begun 1 oarneay (08 toreib o sati.
tion. the reports trom ali parts of the country have
indicated, tor some time, that radioal flendishness
wis indulging & partial sstistaotion; but not until
Yusterday afternoon did the poople of Memph'n be-
come 1ullv aware of the terrible consequencos which
the radienls bave entailed wpon the country, or of
the fearful voleano upon wiieh they have been so
Tong sleeping,  The laes inculeated into vhe s uggish
intelleet ol the negro, that hug new condition aogords
im superiority over the wihite mun 1 all the pur-
suits of ewvil and politioal Iife, has at Inst culminnted
in the sotive benef that the civil inws of the land are
1o be overndden with neh-handod outrage, mn virtue,
Jdorsooth, ol his dusky, swarthy color '

Antd by way of keeping the peace for the
Tuture, the same paper, with the same affocta-
Bion tnat marked the Rebel papers in New York
duving the July riots ot 1863, thus encourages
the murderous gpint of its fricnds :—

““The present state of the public mind, exaited as it
1s by the faot that the whito officers of the law navoe
been fired wpon by neeroes, who but to-day have
expired thoir service ns Federal soldiers, and dofled
thoir suthority to begin an unlicensed foray upon
Iaw aud order, bids us, 1o the interest of the publio

Gnce, 1o postpole, 1o & more ealm ocoasion, any
urther observations which the outrage natorally
sugeesis,

Wi would at tlus time, uvon bahall of the untor-
Tounate cluss, who, by the maobimations snd tegehs
ing of desienlug white men, tave boen brought to
ihls condition of tarbulent, violent, and bloody
opposition to the eivil law, ask our fellow-citizens
10 ridrain from any exercise of justitiable yviolenco
apon them."

This Invitation to bluodehed was but sparingly

1 the tradivonsl polloy of Burepe be
congulted, it would doubtless tage the shupe of
a protest rom the outslde powers aguinst a com-
bination which pulpably bas for iis result the
spolintion ot one ot the grewt balaneine powers
ol the Furopean politeal syvstem. However
muct France, for inswnee, micht wish to see

Usurpation of the Executive Power by
Congress,

From the World,
lLTo depose the President would be a less fln-
grint otfense agninst the Constibution than to
deprive him of his autbority., If he were dee
posed, there would be an immediate necessity
(there being no Viee-President) for 4 new Presi-
dentis]l election: and the incoming President
would, during the unexpired part of Mr. Jonn-
son's term, be clothed with all the lewitimute
authority which belongs to the office. Not
daring to attempt so bold a step as deposing the
President, this revolutionary Rump Congress
are geeking to divest him of the execudve power
by nullirylng that part ot the Constitution whioh
invests him with it. A bill has already pas2ed
the Senate, which, by forbidding the payment,
nims to prevent the appointment of oilicers to
fill vacancies cansed by removal during the re-
cess of the Senate.  The nutboricy to make suel
appointments & a8 explicitly conterred on the
President s is any power, ‘'on any branch of
the Governmeni, in any part of the Constity-
tion, The authority Is given in these words:—

“I'be President ehall have power to fill up all v
cancies that may bapoen during the rocess of tie
Senate, by grantng commissions which shall expire
ut the end of their next seesion

To torbld the payment out of the Treasury o
any compensation to officers go commissioned,
is to anuul one part of the Consiitution by an
abuse of power conferred by snother. Cone
gresa has complete power over the expenditure
of money: but can it, therefore, alter the anlory
of the President, or diminish thode of tho
Judeges? 1t1s n gross abuse of the power to so
use it as 10 deleat the operation of any part of
the Constliution,

I we wnguiiee o w Lm flage
o! this iriple process an appemiment becon es
eomngpiele, we shull ensily test the proptiety ol
e word “advice,” us appl ed to the prartheipn-
tion of the Senate, 1 is oo obvious lor remark
thae the nomipation does ot complete the -
wiiment. Doos the action o! the Sepat-?

niess the word “‘advies™ (we thank the Zri-
o) 1= unmenning, or means comething wholly
inconsistenl with usage, the appointment still
Femalus to be muade by the i'resdent after the
Senate bave actea ou the nomination, 1t they
auvise thie sppomtnent, the President has then
power to make it and to commission the ofllcer,
The setion o1 the Senite being in the paturs ot
advice necessarily preeedes e appomtnient,
which the Preeldent is then free ro make or not
ug hie choo es,

When vacancies oceur in the recess of the
Senate, the Consitution provides tor filling
them by dispensing with the st two of the
three ordinury steps, and authorizing the Presi
dewi to grant tewporary commissions. 1t is,
accordively, evident that the only way the
Senute ean eomslifulicnaity have a voiee in every
appointiocut mude during the whole taelve
wonbs, is to remauin o pervetual scsgion.

But whatever may be the degive ol particips-
tiou to which the Senste may be entitled,
nothing coudd be more evidently absurd than
the }i]'t'll‘nni(!!l of Cobgress (consisting of the
two Houses) to Lold the asppointing power ot
the President i check, ns 15 proposed by the
bill now pending,  So far ns the President does
not possess the whole appointing power, he
shures it with the Seuste. whose power of auy-
ing tbnt they consider A. B. or C. D, unlit tor
this or that office, is 1 ve v Cifferent thinge from
i check on the sppointin s poo or of the Presi-
dent by the joint acticn of both braoches of
Congress.

W hatever restraint there mny be on the ehoice
of the President, it is lodzod solely in the Senate,
The present scheme for usurping the executive
power by Congress, 1s one of the most revolu-
tlonary and dangerous thines ever ateempted,
It hus its birth, as the Tribune itsell COnlesses,
in purty fears lest the President should remoye
the rndieals who oppose his policy, But If ail
the Presiden's subordinates wmay dely him, and
net as they please, then they, not he, possess the
exeeutive power, though the Constitution be-
stows it all on him, He might as well be out of
office a8 1o have uo confrol over hs subordi-
nates, sinee he would be no more powerless ia
the one ¢ase than iy the other,
